The Royal Ballet celebrates the 
centenary of Leonard Bernstein's birth 
with an all-Bernstein programme from 
the company's three associate 
choreographers: Wayne McGregor, Liam 
Scarlett and Christopher Wheeldon.

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‘Friendly’ homeless man who 
lived in car park at store dies

A “FRIENDLY” homeless war vet¬ 
eran has passed away after living 
in a car in the car park of Tesco in 
Harlow. 

Hamed Fahari, a quantum 
physicist who fought in Iraq, was 
a friendly face to those who 
shopped in the superstore in 
Church Langley. 

Clive Turner, 40, had become 
friends with him after passing 
him one night. 

“He was living in his car at the 
back of the car park,” he said. 

“I saw him there one night in 
November and started chatting to 
him. 

“I came back with a bag or food 
and clothes for him and it went 
from there. 

“I started to go and talk to him 
every day and he became my 
friend, buying him food and help¬ 
ing where I could.” 

Charity 

On March 8, Clive received a 
call from homeless charity Streets 
to Homes to say his friend had 
passed away while staying in the 
Oasis Hotel. 

Clive said: “Hamed had been 
moved there by the charity when 
the weather turned a lot colder. 

“He was on medication for a lot 
of different things. He had 
Alzheimer’s, he was diabetic and 
suffered from PTSD and flash¬ 
backs from his time in the army. 

“I still don’t know the cause of 
his death. A few days before I

found out I was phoning him and 
phoning him but he wouldn’t pick 
up. 

“I have a lot of respect for him 
and he was a really friendly man 
loved by all.” 

Hamed had a degree in 
quantum physics, and was once 
shortlisted to work with Stephen 
Hawking. 

Clive said: “I have seen all his 
paperwork. He was a very intel¬ 
ligent man, before he fell on hard 
times. 

“He almost worked with Steph¬ 
en Hawking once, so they’ll be up 
there together now.” 

Hamad suffered from post-trau¬ 
matic stress disorder (PTSD) from 
fighting in the Iran-Iraq war 
meaning his life spiralled. 

“He was an alcoholic, but he 
was getting himself back on 
track,” said Clive. 

“He was going to support meet¬ 
ings, and when he was sober I 
would tell him he was doing a 
great job. 

“He was on track to get a house. 
I’m not sure he saw that as good 


enough considering all he had 
achieved before. 

“I wish there was more I could 
do.” 

In November, Clive set up a 


fundraising page for his friend, 
raising over £700 to provide him 
with food and clothing. 

“I can’t thank the people who 
donated enough,” he said. 


“I spent the money on him as he 
needed it. 

“It went on clothes, food, 
blankets and sometimes hotels. 

“I have £30 of that money left 


and it’s going to go towards 
Streets to Homes. 

“It’s awful that people have died 
like this, we need to do more and 
help where we can.” 



‘Pool party’ man jailed in Cambodia 


A man from Harlow has been 
jailed in Cambodia after he was 
convicted of posting “porno¬ 
graphic images”. 

Daniel Jones, 31, was handed a 
year-long prison sentence, ten 
months of which have been sus¬ 
pended, after images emerged of a 
group of people acting out what 


appear to be sex positions at a pool 
party. 

After being charged by Cam¬ 
bodian police for what officials 
described as “pornographic dan- 
cing“, Jones was found guilty of 
the offence. 

He was one of ten people arres¬ 
ted back in January after alleg¬ 


ations emerged from the Let’s Get 
Wet pool party, which he had 
helped to organise. 

At the Siem Reap provincial 
court, Jones was sentenced to one 
month and 22 days in prison, 
which he has already served. 

Jones was one of five British 
tourists arrested during a police 


raid after images of the pool party 
were published online by a Cam¬ 
bodian expatriate website. 

All of the people arrested were 
aged from 19-35 and two of those 
were women. 

It is thought the cases against 
the other nine people were 
dropped.

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Stephen Donovan and his uncle, Fred Stokes 

‘Fred’s end-of-life 
care was perfect’ 

THE family of an 88-year-old dementia patient who 
spent some of his last days at Princess Alexandra 
Hospital say the quality of care he received was 
“perfect”. 

Fred Stokes, 88, was living in a care home in 
North Weald when he was brought to the Harlow 
hospital with an infection on January 10 and 
subsequently transferred to a special ward for 
elderly care on February 7. 

Fred - who had previously asked to return to his 
care home to be back in familiar surroundings - 
was stable enough to be allowed home on February 
14. He died peacefully the next day. 

His nephew Stephen Donovan came to see Fred 
every day for four weeks with wife Frances and 
said: “Things like combing his hair, every little 
thing like that meant a lot. 

Dementia 

“Up until his dementia, he was very smart and 
looked after his looks. 

“But with dementia, when you get an illness that 
takes you down more than one step and he had two 
or three infections that really dragged him down. 

“He went downhill very quickly in the last six 
months. 

“I can’t fault anything. We could see a gradual 
decline but in the end we heard Fred saying he 
wanted to go home and that was the care home in 
North Weald. 

“He came over to Gibberd Ward and it was 
almost another step up in the care and the way he 
was looked after. 

“It’s a strong word but I would even go as far as 
to say it was perfect.” 

End-of-life care is one of the service areas within 
the latest Care and Quality Commission (CQC) 
report that shows significant improvement at 
Princess Alexandra Hospital, with the service now 
rated as ‘good’.

Jubilation as 
hospital is 
recognised 
as being well 
on the mend

PRINCESS Alexandra Hospit¬ 
al in Harlow has been taken 
out of special measures 18 
months after a damning 
report. 

The health watchdog has 
highlighted critical care and 
end-of-life care for special 
mention after agreeing 
enough improvements have 
been made to bring the hos¬ 
pital out of special measures. 

England’s Chief Inspector 
of Hospitals recommended the 
hospital be placed into special 
measures in October 2016 
after a Care Quality Commis¬ 
sion (CQC) inspection rated 
the trust as ‘inadequate’ 




overall. A report published 
today, March 21, has now rated 
overall hospital services as 
’requires improvement’. 

Following inspections car¬ 
ried out in June and July of 
that year, the CQC found the 
trust - which provides acute 
hospital and specialist ser¬ 
vices for around 350,000 
people - had seen a deteri¬ 
oration in the quality of some 
services and identified signi¬ 
ficant safety concerns. 

Less than two years on from 
those inspections, however, 
the latest CQC report reflects 
the many positive changes 
made throughout the trust 
since its previous inspection 
report. 

It is now rated as ‘good’ in 


the effective, caring and well- 
led categories of the inspec¬ 
tion, and the overall rating 
has risen from ‘inadequate’ to 
‘requires improvement’, 
which the hospital says 
reflects the programme of 
changes underway. 

Princess Alexandra Hospit¬ 
al NHS Trust is now among 
the best performing trusts in 
the country for many aspects 
of care and was the UK’s best 
for cancer waiting times in 
December 2017. 

Maternity 

Its maternity services were 
rated as ‘outstanding’ by the 
CQC and its end-of-life and 
dementia services was also 
praised. 

The trust’s chief executive 
Lance McCarthy said: “We are 
delighted in terms of what the 
CQC has said and I’m 
delighted for the 3,000 staff 
who have worked very hard to 
improve the quality of care. 

“The areas that have 
improved the most are 
critical care and end-of-life 
care, but every area has seen 
improvements. 

“Whilst I am delighted that 
we are coming out of special 
measures - and we have seen

some real signs of improve¬ 
ment - we are still rated as 
’requires improvement’ 
overall. We know we need 
to continue to improve, we 
have a detailed quality 
improvement plan which we 
are implementing. 

“We know one area we 
struggle with is the flow of 
patients through the hospital 
and consequently the impact 
that has on our performance 
against the four-hour 
standard. 

“At the moment we’re not 
getting it right for all of our 
patients all of the time, and we 
are not going to be satisfied 
until we do - our ambition is 
to transform Princess Alex¬ 
andra Hospital into an ‘out¬ 
standing’ trust. 

“With the scale of change 
we have delivered in such a 


short space of time, and with 
three out of five areas now 
rated as ‘good’ by the CQC, the 
next jump to becoming a 
‘good’ trust overall is clearly 
within our grasp. 

“I am pleased to say that 
there were no surprises with¬ 
in the CQC report. We know 
and understand the areas 
where we need to make more 
progress. 

“Our quality improvement 
plan reflects the findings of 
the most recent inspection 
and work continues to build 
on the good practice we have 
achieved so far. 

“Our services have 
benefited greatly from the 
£7.5 million we have invested 
into our estates this year, and 
we are actively pursuing our 
plans for a new, modern hos¬ 
pital at Harlow.”

‘We still need to 


THE chief executive of Princess 
Alexandra Hospital in Harlow 
says a new hospital is needed for 
the town to keep up with its hous¬ 
ing and population growth. 

Lance McCarthy, the trust’s 
chief executive is set to meet NHS 
officials in May for formal per¬ 
mission to develop an outline 
business case to replace the out¬ 
dated hospital, which needs 
almost £100 million investment to 
maintain current standards over 
the next decade. 

An additional £50 million is 
thought to be needed to make the 
improvements necessary to refur¬ 
bish wards and to bring the hos¬ 
pital up to modern standards. 

He said: “The environment 
doesn’t help. We are working out 
of original 1960s buildings and 
infrastructure that causes us sig¬ 
nificant problems on a regular 
basis. 

“It is becoming increasingly 
hard to maintain and 


increasingly hard for us to 
provide modern services in a 
building that wasn’t designed for 
the volume and type of care we are 
providing. 

“If we project ahead, we need a 
new hospital to manage care into 
the future.” 

The hospital has identified £27 
million worth or improvements 
that are required over the next 
five years which increases to £90 
million over the next decade. 

Refurbish 

Mr McCarthy added: “That is 
just to stay still and then we need 
another £50 million to refurbish 
wards and bring the hospital up to 
modern standards. 

“With those figures you 
are looking at building a new 
hospital. 

“We’ve submitted a strategic 
outline case to the regulator NHS 
Improvement that is with the 
Department of Health and we are 
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after receiving a damning CQC report

Neonatal unit manager praised for 
helping babies to be happy and safe 


THE ward manager on the 
Neonatal Intensive Care Unit 
(NICU) at the Princess Alexandra 
Hospital has been praised for her 
work, which has won her a trust 
award for commitment. 

Maternity and gynaecology 
was given an ‘outstanding’ rating 
in the (CQC report, which also 
specifically highlighted Janelle 
Gardner’s work on the NICU. 

She said: “It’s about the par¬ 
ental engagement and making 
sure that the care we are provid¬ 
ing is safe for the babies and 
that they are having a positive 
experience. 

“A lot of the time we can get 
caught up in the mundane stuff 
and forget that it’s their baby. 

“We know having skin-to-skin 


contact regulates heartbeats and 
temperature and is good for bond¬ 
ing and feeding.” 

The improvements made on the 
NICU by Janelle include inviting 
parents to team days to come back 
and share their experiences. 

They also held an event last 
year called ‘Graduates of NICU’, 
where babies who had been cared 
for on the unit were invited with 
their parents to reunite with 
staff. 

Redecorated 

In addition, the parents’ room 
has been redecorated with new 
furniture and an ‘honesty box’ so 
parents can easily grab a bite to 
eat, which is particularly helpful 
when they have made an 


unplanned visit. There is also a 
breastfeeding room which fea¬ 
tures comfy chairs and a TV so 
that mothers are comfortable and 
relaxed while they express milk, 
which can take around 30 minutes 
each time. 

Carly Smith, from Harlow, 
whose two children, Sylvia and 
Owen, were born at 26 weeks, 
spent the first seven weeks of 
their lives at Cambridge before 
being transferred to Princess 
Alexandra Hospital. 

She said: “I must admit the 
nurses always listen to what I’ve 
got to say. Since coming here I 
have been more involved in the 
twins and been able to hold them. 
You are very much encouraged to 
hold your babies.”

Mother’s warning after 
boiling tea burns baby 

Little Jake left screaming in agony after being scalded in cafe

A MUM-OF-TWO has shared 
graphic photos online to warn 
others of the dangers of chil¬ 
dren spilling hot liquids on 
themselves. 

Suzie Fogarty, 37, was trau¬ 
matised when her one-year- 
old son Jake scalded himself 
by pouring boiling hot tea 
down his front in a cafe last 
month. 

She was forced to hold her 
screaming baby in a sink full 
of cold water in an attempt to 
cool his burns while paramed¬ 
ics rushed to the scene. 

After several weeks of hos¬ 
pital visits, doctors are now 
hopeful that Jake will go on to 
make a full recovery with 
remarkably little scarring. 

But Suzie, of Upshire near 
Waltham Abbey, is determ¬ 
ined to make sure no one else 
has to go through the agony of 
seeing their child in such pain 
because of an easy-to-avoid 
accident. 

Family 

On February 25, full-time 
mum Suzie had been out with 
her family at the Lee Valley 
Park Farm in Waltham Abbey 
when she decided to take Jake 
into the cafe for a drink and 
some food. 

“I sat him in the high chair 
and I leant down to get the 
nappy bag and to find his cut¬ 
lery,” she said. 

“He’s leaned over his meal, 
over my meal and managed to 
grab the tea. 

“I’m still shocked by how he 
was able to grab it. I didn’t 
think he could reach the tea.” 

Fortunately for Jake, the 
server who poured the drink 
had properly fastened the 
cup’s lid. 

But the small amount of tea 
that had trickled from the 
spout landed on the little boy’s 
face and chest, immediately 
causing him terrible pain. 


“I looked up and he was 
crying, his face was in agony,” 
explained Suzie. “I saw the tea 
had been knocked onto my 
meal. I couldn’t see as he had a 
jumper and vest on.” 

Suzie rushed her son into 
the cafe’s kitchen where she 
submerged him in a sink full 
of cold water. 

With the help of one of staff 
member, she managed to keep 
Jake in the water for eight 
minutes before an ambulance 
arrived. 

“Trying to keep a one-year- 
old in cold water on a cold day 
was brutal,” said Suzie. 

“He was so scared. He still 
had all his clothes on. He star¬ 
ted getting really cold. 

“I felt a lot of guilt as I 
couldn’t keep him under for 15 
minutes which is what doc¬ 
tors say to do.” 

Paramedics rushed Jake 


and Suzie to A&E at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital in Harlow 
where doctors were able to 
assess the extent of the 
burns. 

Although Jake was allowed 
to go home that evening, he 
was referred to the Children’s 
Burns Unit at Broomfield Hos¬ 
pital in Chelmsford for fur¬ 
ther treatment. 

Bandages 

He was bandaged from his 
neck down to his belly button, 
with his bandages needing to 
be changed by medics every 
four days. 

“There wasn’t much they 
could do apart from letting the 
burns heal themselves,” Suzie 
continued. 

“After about 10 days the 
burns started healing.” 

Although the majority of 
the burns were superficial, 


Jake had to undergo skin 
scrubbing, a painful proced¬ 
ure where doctors clean 
wounds and remove dead 
skin to promote healing. 

News that Jake would not 
require skin grafts came as a 
huge relief to Suzie and her 
husband James. 

Nearly a month after the 
horrific ordeal, Jake has had 
all his bandages removed but 
still needs to have a special 
cream rubbed into the pink 
skin three times a day for the 
next year. 

“He’s healed really well,” 
said Suzie. “If he’s going to 
have scarring it’s going to be 
two very small marks by his 
collarbone.” 

With the awful incident 
behind them, Suzie wants oth¬ 
ers to be mindful of the 
dangers that hot drinks pose 
to children and what to do in 
that scary situation. 

In a bid to educate others, 
she shared photographs 
which detailed Jake’s treat¬ 
ment and recovery on her 
Facebook profile. Her post, 
which also provided a lengthy 
explanation of what happened 
and what action you should 
take if your child is scalded, 
has been more than 4,000 
times and has had more than 
2,000 reactions. 

“I don’t think people real¬ 
ise, I never did, how much hot 
water would damage a kid,” 
Suzie explained. 

“I just thought a child would 
burn like adults burn. You’re 
always careful - that’s why I 
shared it on Facebook. 

“I thought people really 
needed to know to keep hot 
drinks away from their chil¬ 
dren. I’m one of the lucky 
ones. 

“The more people that know 
what to do and the dangers of 
it the better.” 

Suzie has been over¬ 
whelmed by the positive reac¬ 
tion to her post but was 
shocked by the number of 


mums who messaged her to 
say their children had 
suffered terrible burns. 

She is urging adults to 
always be vigilant about hot 
drinks and to make sure they 
are as far away as possible 
from children. 

But if parents are faced with 
that situation, she advises 
them to take the child’s 
clothes off straight away to 
stop the burn spreading and 
getting deeper. 

“Get them in a sink and put 
the burns under cool water for 
15 minutes as quickly as pos¬ 
sible,” she said. 

“Don’t use an outdoor tap as 
if the water is too cold it can 
lead to further burning and 
send them in to shock. 

“Then take them out of the 
water and put clingfilm on the 
burns to stop the nerve end¬ 
ings from hurting as this stops 
the oxygen getting to them 
and continue to keep the 
burns cold with wet cold tow¬ 
els on the cling film, but keep¬ 
ing the rest of their body 
warm with cuddles and any¬ 
thing you can find. 

“This is a good time to give 
them Calpol too to take the 
edge off it.” 

Grateful 

One thing Suzie remains 
grateful for is that her three- 
year-old daughter Olivia was 
not present to see her little 
brother burnt. 

Despite the accident being 
all too common, it has not 
stopped Suzie from feeling 
guilty. 

She also praised the staff at 
the cafe, for not only properly 
putting the lid on the tea but 
for their “fantastic” response 
after the scalding. 

With Jake having made an 
almost full recovery, he is back 
to being a normal baby who, 
despite what happened, is still 
blissfully unaware of the 
dangers of grabbing hot 
drinks.

Attack outside Bar Twenty One 


Liquid thrown into 
eyes during brawl at 
bar was just vodka 

Accused men used ‘unknown substance’ during fight 



Outside the town’s Twenty One Bar, on Post Office Walk, where the violent events of Sunday, 
September 3, 2017 unfolded 


■ Early hours of Sunday 
September 3, 2017 

A group of friends, three boys 
and one girl, are out in Harlow. 

During the night, they are 
approached by a group of 
teenage men who offer them 
drugs or “gear”. 

They decline the offer, but 
the group still pester them. 

■ 3.26am 

The group of teenage men are 
seen on CCTV outside Bar 
Twenty One, Post Office Walk, 
with bottles of alcohol. 

Jordan Ogoazi is seen on 
CCTV holding a glass bottle in 
his hand. He then conceals the 
bottle in his trousers and walks 
away from the bar. 

■ 4.35am 

The group have been “milling” 
about outside for over an hour. 

Ogoazi is still holding the 
large glass bottle while 
approaching a VW Polo. 

The vehicle drives away. 

■ Confrontation 

Ogoazi confronts victim A, a 
man. With him are Thokozani 
Shiri and Wael Rzaigui. 

Shiri, 20, of Torkilsden Way, 
Harlow, walks after victim A, 
holding a bottle in his right 
hand. 

All three cross the road. 

■ 4.40am 

Shiri is seen with an item in the 
back pocket of his jeans. 

It appears to be a sports 
bottle, such as a Lucozade 
bottle. 

Later it is confirmed the 
bottle contained a mixture of 
Ciroc vodka and fruit juice. 

■ Youth gets out of car 

A 15-year-old-boy, now 16, 
who cannot be named for legal 
reasons, gets out of a vehicle. 
Another male gets out too, but 
he remains unidentified. 

■ Broken glass 

Ogoazi picks up the broken 
glass from the floor. 

The males cross the road. 

■ 4.51am 

Victim A speaks to the crowd 
and says: “I have done nothing 
to you and you have done 
nothing to me. 

“I just want to keep everyone 
out of jail tonight.” 

■ Another victim assaulted 

Ogoazi assaults another male, 


victim D. 

He hits him over the head 
with a bottle, causing him to fall 
to the ground where victim A 
says he was concerned with 
“how seriously injured” his 
friend was. 

■ 4.53am 

Victim A pushes someone 
away, finding himself in the 
middle of both groups. 

Rzaigui, 20, of Parsonage 
Leys, Harlow, raises and lowers 
his arm with a large bottle in his 
hand, “deliberately”. 

He can be seen in black 
baggy jeans, raising and 
lowering his arm again, turns 
and runs up a nearby stairwell. 

He smashes the bottle on the 
floor. 

■ Victim A chases Rzaigui 

Victim A chases Rzaigui, who 
then trips and falls. 

Victim A is confronted by an 
unidentified male. He throws a 
punch at victim A, who 
punches back. Ogoazi 
approaches victim A from 
behind and appears to punch 
him with something in his hand. 

■ Youth punches victim 

The 16-year-old boy 
approaches victim A and 
punches him, before walking 
away. 

Victim A is surrounded by the 
group. 

Shiri is seen on CCTV in the 
background, holding a bottle. 

■ Life-changing injury 

At some point in the attack, 
Ogoazi causes a life-changing 
injury to victim A’s left arm after 
he was stabbed. 

■ Liquid sprayed at victim 

Shiri sprays a then unknown 
liquid at a “defenceless” victim 
A. 

■ Eyes burning 

Shiri throws an unknown liquid 
over victim B, who came to the 
aid of the girl, victim C, after 
she was also punched. 

He appears to be in pain, 
holding his face. 

He was heard saying his 
eyes were “burning”. 

He takes off his t-shirt and 
wipes his face. 

■ Suspects run from the 
scene 

Shiri and Rzaigui are the last to 
leave Post Office Walk.

TWO men involved in a mass 
brawl outside a Harlow bar that 
saw another man glassed and suf¬ 
fer life-changing injuries threw 
vodka into the eyes of a group of 
people, a court heard. 

Thokozani Shiri and Wael Rzai¬ 
gui were spared prison at Chelms¬ 
ford Crown Court on Friday 
(March 16) after admitting their 
part in the fight in the early hours 
of Sunday, September 3, 2017 and 
pleading guilty to affray. 

The pair were part of a group 
attack outside the town’s Twenty 
One Bar, on Post Office Walk, and 
sprayed two male victims with 
what at the time was an 
“unknown substance”. 

Another member of the group, 
Jordan Ogoazi, will be sentenced 
at a later date. 

Defenceless 

Shiri, 20, of Torkilsden Way, 
squirted the liquid, now claimed 
to be Ciroc vodka and fruit juice, 
into one of the defenceless vic¬ 
tim’s faces. 

And tthis caused him to hold 
his hands up to his face and 
scream, “My eyes are burning”. 

Rzaigui, 20, of Pasronage Leys, 
could be seen waving a glass 
bottle before smashing it on the 
ground in CCTV footage played to 
the court. 

The pair have been remanded 
in custody since their arrest. 

Defending Rzaigui, Simon 
Shannon said: “Since his time in 
custody, he has availed himself. 
He has done courses. 

“When he says he wants to go to 
college and get qualifications, it is 
realistic.” 

Defending Shiri, Marc Brown 
said the spraying of the liquid was 
in the heat of the moment. 

He said: “Obviously, spraying 


someone with liquid would have 
been frightening for the victims. 

“That evening he had been 
drinking with friends, milling 
around in the area. 

“Within the bottle was Ciroc 
vodka and fruit juice. 

“It was an impromptu use of 
something which he already had 
in his possession.” 

The were handed a community 
order, and also ordered to com¬ 
plete 240 hours of unpaid work. 

Judge Emma Peters QC said: 
“You took part in some very ser¬ 
ious public disorder in September 


last year. 

“You were outside milling 
around in the early hours of the 
morning. 

“Mr Rzaigui, you were carrying 
a bottle. 

“You then raised it in a very 
dangerous way and smashed it on 
the ground. 

Serious 

“Anyone who does that brings 
with them a risk of causing ser¬ 
ious injury to those around. 

“Mr Shiri, you had a plastic 
bottle in your pocket. 


“You were drinking from that, 
but you will know that there are 
very many people who are hor¬ 
ribly disfigured by having acid 
thrown at their face. 

“You were using that to fright¬ 
en. 

“It did not contain a corrosive 
liquid. 

“But the victims were not to 
know that.” 

A 16-year-old boy, who cannot 
be named for legal reasons, was 
also sentenced to a community 
order for affray on the same 
day.

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Father-of-two wins settlement from Tesco after falling ill due to work conditions 


Dad contracted 


deadly disease 
from rat urine

A DELIVERY driver has won a 
five-figure settlement after he 
“almost died” after handling 
items soaked in rat urine in a 
Tesco depot in Harlow. 

Darren Finn, 42, was rushed to 
hospital on November 15, 2012 
after contracting life-threatening 
illness, Weil’s disease, which 
turned his skin ‘Homer Simpson 
yellow’. 

The father of two worked at the 
depot which is now closed. 

The disease is thought to have 
been contracted through a minor 
cut on his eye after handling 
empty packaging and food waste 
while carrying out deliveries. 

As his condition continued to 
deteriorate, doctors treated him 
for kidney failure, jaundice and 
loss of liver function but struggled 
to formally diagnose him. 

His body went into near-fatal 
shutdown and it wasn’t until five 


days later that test results finally 
confirmed he had Weil’s disease. 

Darren has now received a five- 
figure settlement after Tesco 
ended a five year legal battle, 
prior to trial. 

The ex-employee said: “I hon¬ 
estly believe if I hadn’t gone to 
hospital when I did, I wouldn’t be 
here now. 

“After two weeks of battling 
extreme flu-like symptoms, my 
eyes and skin both turned a viol¬ 
ent shade of yellow and I could 
barely walk. 

“By the time I arrived in hos¬ 
pital it felt like every part of my 
body was bruised and my head 
was going to explode with the 
pain. 

“If I had waited another day to 
go to hospital the disease would 
have spread to my heart and 
lungs. 

“I gave a urine sample to the 
doctors when I got there and it 
was the same colour as a glass of 
Coke Cola. 


“That’s when I really started to 
worry and they began asking if I 
had been on holiday recently or 
on a fishing trip. Had I been any¬ 
where, where I could have come 
into contact with rat urine? 

“I had never heard of it before 
and had no idea you could catch it 
from rats, but I knew instantly it 
had to be from work. 

“Rats were constantly urinat¬ 
ing over everything - the waste 
cardboard, cages we moved things 
in and the floor. It wasn’t uncom¬ 
mon for it to drip on my face.” 

Darren says it was common to 
come into contact with rats on a 
daily bases while working for the 
company, which employs over 
500,000 people across 7,000 stores. 

Darren, a dad of two, said: 
“Around four years before this 
happened we were asked to start 
picking up food waste and dam¬ 
aged items which were being 
stored in the warehouse. We felt 
like this was a cost cutting exer¬ 
cise so a third party no longer had 


to come in and dispose of it. 

“We started handling damaged 
products which were kept in thin 
bags that often ripped. As you can 
imagine, rotting food waste was a 
hub for rats and our gloves would 
get soaked in urine. 

“Once your gloves are wet they 
harbour disease and they would 
stay that way for a while. The 
same cages which were used to 
transport food waste, were then 
used to transport fresh products 
to all the stores, without being 
cleaned. 

“Would you buy your fresh 
products out the back of a bin 
truck? 

“I used to speak to a pest control 
guy that came into the yard and he 
told me that Tesco in particular 
was a nightmare for leaving waste 
in outside areas, which in turn 
attracted more rats.” 

While he was in hospital for a 
week, Darren says he was not 
contacted by his employer until 
he had spoken with his union 


representative. 

Darren, who has been married 
to Carly, 42, for 12 years, said: 
“One of the doctors actually said 
to me while I was in hospital, that 
if I hadn’t of been in good shape 
and health, the consequences 
could have been fatal. 

“The ordeal has had a profound 
effect on my life with a real neg¬ 
ative impact on my marriage. 

“Throughout everything, I 
really felt as if the Tesco man¬ 
agers didn’t care about my wel¬ 
fare or the rest of my colleagues. 

“Although those in charge 
didn’t provide me with support 
while I was in hospital, my col¬ 
leagues did, grouping together to 
do a whip-round to cover the fin¬ 
ancial loss of being too sick to do 
Christmas overtime.” 

Tracey Benson, specialist per¬ 
sonal injury lawyer from Slater 
and Gordon, who represented 
Darren, said: “Darren has been 
through a huge ordeal which has 
had an extremely negative effect 


on his life for a number of years. 

“No worker should have their 
life put at risk at work and be 
forced to work in squalid con¬ 
ditions. The employer has a duty 
of care to keep all their staff safe 
while in the work place and in this 
case regulations applied which 
were breached. This duty was not 
carried out here and we hope the 
company will learn from these 
mistakes.” 

Darren, who now works for 
DHL, adds: “I want everyone to 
know what they put me through 
and to make sure this never hap¬ 
pens to anyone else. Employers 
must be held accountable.” 

A Tesco spokesperson said: “We 
take any health and safety issues 
at our sites very seriously. Fol¬ 
lowing Mr Finn’s original alleg¬ 
ation in December 2012, the 
Harlow site where he was based 
was thoroughly inspected by 
Environmental Health officers 
who found we had robust pest 
control measures in place.”

Man only sold drugs 
to stop his friends 
making fun of him

A DRUG dealer who sold cocaine 
and heroin in Harlow said he did 
so because his friends laughed at 
him for not having a job. 

Mohommed Abokey, 26, of 
Ilford, was handed a sentence of 
two years and eight months 
imprisonment for two counts of 
possession of class A drugs last 
Friday (March 16). 

On January 15 of this year, 
police were patrolling the Hare- 
field area of Harlow when they 
noticed the defendant walking 
from Pennymead. 

Prosecuting, Suki Dhadda said: 
“He seemed to be hanging around. 
He was stopped by officers. 

“He became immediately 
obstructive to police and said he 
was in Harlow to meet a girl.” 

Police then searched Abokey, 
finding £90 in cash, two phones 
and what seemed to be a bottle of 
Pepsi. 

One of the phones, a Samsung, 
was ringing constantly. 

“It was being constantly called 
by Trev and Dean,” said Ms 
Dhadda. “They are known drug 


users in the Harlow area. 

“Officers located one drug user 
in the area. They seized his phone 
and there was a text message say¬ 
ing ‘I do three for 25’. 

“That turned out to be the 
defendant’s phone that he had on 
him.” 

Abokey was put into the back of 
a police car when officers noticed 
the Pepsi bottle he was holding 
had started to fizz. 

Wrapped 

Inside, they found 5.39 grams of 
cocaine, with a value of up to £390, 
and £30-worth of heroin, wrapped 
up and ready to sell. 

Further analysis of the Sam¬ 
sung phone found messages such 
as “The shop is open” had been 
sent to 19 other contacts. 

Abokey has lived in the UK 
since 2004, after moving from 
Somalia because of the civil war. 

His father was murdered dur¬ 
ing the conflict, a factor which the 
defendant says meant he had a 
difficult upbringing. 

Probation officer, Kevin Diwell, 
said: “During around 2007, he 
admitted he had begun hanging 
around with the wrong crowd. 


“He then moved away and 
changed his life for the better. He 
had a family, two young daugh¬ 
ters, and things were better.” 

However, during a period of 
unemployment, Abokey bumped 
into a group of his old friends who 
began insulting him about his 
lack of work. 

Mr Diwell said: “One of the men 
started to insult him surrounding 
his job, his family and the money 
he was earning. 

“Through the consistent bar¬ 
rage of his situation they said did 
he want to work. He said ‘no’ but 
through the consistent insults he 
said ‘yes’. 

“He was offered £500 for four 
days work. He worked about three 
or four hours a day for two days, 
and was then arrested on the 
third day.” 

Defending, Brent Martin asked 
Judge Emma Peters to give 
“mercy” to Abokey. 

He said: “In terms of the drugs, 
they are very small amounts. 

“In terms of financial gain, it 
was fairly limited. This is a man 
who is desperate to get back to his 
family life and back to the straight 
and narrow. 


“Prison is extremely difficult 
for this defendant. For his mental 
health and the separation from 
his family. 

“If your honour can find some 
form of mercy in this case to keep 
it as short as you can then that 
would be something that would be 
very much appreciated by this 
defendant.” 

Judge Peters said that crossing 
county lines to commit drugs 
offences should expect a harsh 
sentence. 

She said: “Class A drugs cause 
misery. Not only do they damage 
the health of those addicted but 
other people who they steal from 
to get the money to pay for the 
drugs also have misery brought 
upon them. 

“It is a miserable trade. Anyone 
who comes from London to sell 
drugs on the streets of Essex must 
understand that this will get a 
serious sentence.”

Great grandmother says state of infrastructure has gone downhill in recent years

A GREAT-grandmother is up-in¬ 
arms about the condition of Har¬ 
low’s roads, claiming they are 
worse than ones she has seen in 
Africa. 

Audrey Brown, 76, has lived in 
the town since 1965 and thinks its 
infrastructure has gone downhill 
in recent years. 

But the main issue she feels 
blights the area is the number of 
potholes in the roads particularly 
the ones on Southern Way. 

“I just can’t believe how Harlow 
has gone down the pan,” said 
Audrey, of Perry Spring. 

“I get nothing out of this coun¬ 
try at all, so I would like to have 
nice roads.” 

Services 

Audrey, who claims she does 
not really use any of the services 
provided by the council, and often 
avoids going into the town centre 
because of the cost of parking. 

Instead, she chooses to go to 
Hoddesdon for her banking and to 
Staple Tye for dental appoint¬ 
ments, enjoying getting out and 
about in her car. 

“Southern Way is one of our 
main roads,” she explained. 

“We have got Edinburgh Way 
and two other avenues - they are 
the main roads in Harlow. 

“They are all disgusting.” 

Audrey, who works as a cleaner, 
is resigned to the fact Essex High¬ 
ways will have bigger and more 
pressing problems to tackle 
across the county than dealing 
with irritants on smaller resid¬ 
ential roads. 

However, she does feel that Har¬ 
low’s busiest carriageways, par¬ 
ticularly the ones used by drivers 
passing through the town, should 
be presentable. 

“The main roads are what 
people see of us,” said Audrey. 

“They are going to think that 
Harlow’s got more holes than 
roads. 

“The tarmac is non-existent.

“I could go on and on about how 
Harlow has gone downwards.” 

Audrey drives every day, wheth¬ 
er it is because she is going to 
work or visiting one of her three 
children, seven grandchildren or 
seven great-great grandchildren. 


While she is lucky to live in the 
same area as many of her rel¬ 
atives, it does pain her to see the 
condition of the town’s roads. 

Audrey was also fortunate 
enough to travel all around the 
world with her husband George, 


who passed away six years ago. 

During that time they visited 
far away locations including 
Kenya, where they holidayed 10 
years ago. 

Her worldly experiences have 
given Audrey high standards 


about what she expects to see 
from roads in the UK. 

“When you drive through Har¬ 
low you think to yourself ‘It looks 
tatty’,” she continued. 

“They are as bad as ones in 
Africa. We went to Kenya - their 


back roads are like the one I live 
on. But the main roads there are 
great. 

“The Cuban roads are bad - but 
that was 15 years ago - they are 
better than Harlow’s roads 
though.”

1 “In April 2013, NHS West 
Essex CCG became the 
statutory body responsible 
for buying healthcare 
services on behalf of 295,000 
people in Epping Forest, 
Harlow and Uttlesford”.

MP should 
rethink position 

CHILDREN in Yemen are 
dying from an epidemic of 


cholera caused by a war that 
Britain’s Conservative 
government is fuelling, with 
the support of MPs such as 
Harlow’s Robert Halfon. 

The Kingdom of Saudi 
Arabia and its allies have 
been intervening militarily in 
the civil war in Yemen for 
the past three years, and 
their war effort is receiving 
diplomatic and military 
support from the United 
Kingdom. 

British-trained Saudi air 
force pilots flying British- 
made warplanes are 
dropping British-made 
bombs on schools, hospitals, 
and homes in Yemen, while 
British military officials 
advise the armed forces of 
Saudi Arabia on how to 
conduct their intervention in 
that country. 


The United Nations 
reported last September that 
air raids by the Saudi-led 
coalition continued to be the 
leading cause of the 13,893 
civilian casualties 
documented, killing 3,233 
people. A Saudi-led blockade 
has caused a shortage of 
food and fuel. Seven cities 
shut down their water 
systems for lack of fuel in 
January. 

About 75 per cent of the 
population - 22.2 million 
people - are in need of 
humanitarian assistance. 
Severe acute malnutrition is 
threatening the lives of 
almost 400,000 children 
under the age of five. 

The United Kingdom has 
supplied over £4.6 billion 
worth of weapons to Saudi 
Arabia since this war began, 


and now the government of 
Theresa May has approved 
the sale of another 48 
Typhoon warplanes to Saudi 
Arabia. 

The deliberate starvation 
of civilian populations and 
indiscriminate bombing are 
war crimes. 

It is shameful that the 
British government enables 
these crimes, and that the 
MP for Harlow defends the 
perpetrators. 

I hope that Mr Halfon will 
rethink his position and 
decide to denounce Saudi 
war crimes, call for the 
immediate cessation of arms 
exports to Saudi Arabia, and 
work for a negotiated 
settlement to the pointless 
war in Yemen.

IKE BK QUESTION: 

Severe weather has increased the number of potholes in 
the region. What can be done to tackle the issue?

THE simple answer to this 
question is that the Tories 
running Essex County 
Council, which is responsible 
for maintaining the vast 
majority of Harlow’s roads, 
footpaths, cycle ways and 
street lights, need to do their 
job. 

Last week Harlow 
residents received their 


council tax bill which 
included an increase on 
every service the county 
council provides. 

There was no increase on 
the amount collected by 
Harlow Council for the 
services it provides this year 
thanks to the retention of 
profits from HTS. 

It’s an outrage that we’re 
paying for services that the 
county council is not 
delivering. And while bad 
weather may compound 
some of the problems on our 
roads, every person reading 
this knows that the biggest 
potholes in Harlow’s roads 
pre-date the bad weather by 
months, if not years. Driving 
along Southern Way is like 
driving along a road in a 
Third World country. 

There are deep holes in the 
roundabouts and avoiding 
them risks an accident with 
another vehicle and driving 
through them risks incurring 
expensive damage. The 


speed humps along 
Paringdon Road have 
potholes on either side of 
them and they are 
particularly bad outside St 
James and Longwood 
primary schools, and 
Millwards Academy. 

My fellow candidate, Laura 
McAlpine, hears regularly 
about these problems on the 
doorsteps in Staple Tye. 
Other problems that the 
county council needs to 
address urgently to improve 
road safety include repairing 
the lights at the Clock Tower 
roundabout on the A414 
which have been out for 
weeks, and the street lights 
behind Sainsbury’s on 
Bowhill Way have been out 
for years. The list goes on 
and on. 

Harlow Labour will 
continue to apply pressure 
on Essex County Council to 
deliver the services that our 
residents are paying even 
more for this year.

OUR Conservative Essex 
county councillors have 
voted to increase council tax 
for 2018/19 and £3 million of 
the budget is set aside for 
repairing potholes and 
footpaths. 

Harlow residents must 
ensure our roads get their 
fair share of this funding by 
reporting potholes on the 
Essex CC website. 

The map view of all the 
reported potholes shows the 
sorry condition of our roads 
and the next lot of bad 
weather will only add to the 
problem. Patching up these 


holes is only a temporary 
solution and more needs to 
be done individually and at a 
governmental level to reduce 
the damage in the first place. 

We all need to reduce the 
number of non-essential 
journeys we make by car and 
when we do have to drive we 
can reduce our impact by 
driving slower in residential 
areas. 

The Government needs to 
provide safe paths and cycle 
tracks and improve public 
transport so we have viable 


alternatives to driving. 
Fortunately in Harlow most 
residents live within walking 
distance of a hatch or local 
shopping centre and we can 
support these small or 
independent businesses 
instead of driving to the 
supermarket. 

Technology may offer 
solutions in the future by 
making self-driving shared 
car schemes available but we 
must drive the change in our 
own habits towards a 
sustainable future.

Children bring history books to life using 
their colourful handmade Roman shields

OVERTURNED desks and 
cardboard shields were a 
necessity for a school 
reading session. 

Year 3 pupils at 
Freshwaters Primary 
Academy, in Harlow, 
stepped back in time and got 
creative as learning came to 
life. 

Teacher Sam Roberts 
tasked pupils with making 
their own Roman shields out 
of cardboard to illustrate 
what they were learning in 
class. 

The history theme carried 
over into literacy and 
drama as they used their 
shields to act out scenes 
from The Moonshine Dragon 
book. 

Mrs Roberts said: “In the 
story, a character comes out 
of the book on the floor and 
anyone who touches them 
shrinks down to the same 
size. 

“There is then a battle to 
get the character back into 


the book. 

“Pupils had to act out a 
scene and decided they 
would like to use their 


Roman shields in their 
performance. 

“They had such a lovely 
time, they didn’t even realise 


they were learning history 
and literacy. 

“Once a week, we get 
involved in role play, so they 


can immerse themselves in 
the story we are reading. 

“It shows me they are 
understanding, especially 


when they use the 
vocabulary from the book.” 

Pupils also wrote stories 
based on the book, using 
their own good and bad 
characters from other tales 
to demonstrate their 
understanding of the 
concept. 

Teresa Avey, head of 
school, said: “Language and 
vocabulary is a focus for the 
children at Freshwaters and 
teachers support this by 
planning lessons involving 
drama and role play. 

“They do so because 
this provides opportunities 
to recycle the language 
the story contains 
through retelling and acting 
out. 

“Providing children with 
this kind of fun opportunity 
to use and apply the 
vocabulary learnt means it 
becomes ingrained and 
understood - this is then 
seen in the application of 
their writing.”

A team of 16 pupils at 
Freshwaters Primary 
Academy in Harlow have 
been appointed members of 
the Junior Leadership Team 
(JLT). 

The pupils, from Year 3 to 
6, are tasked with setting an 
example to their peers and 
working on projects to 
benefit the school and those 
around them. 

Since Christmas, the JLT 
has already inspired the 
school community to raise 
more than £260 towards new 
iPads to enhance lessons, as 
well as donating goods to the 
homeless. 

Sue Preston, higher level 
teaching assistant, said: “The 
JLT has a heavy focus on 
charity work. Instead of 
supporting the large national 
charities, they felt it would 
be nice to help those closer 
to home, here in Harlow. 

“I have been really pleased 
with the response we have 
had to our fundraising and 
charity events, especially as 
they came so soon after 
Christmas. It goes to show 
how much our children and 
families want to get involved 
and help.” 

A black and white themed 
day saw pupils pay to dress 
in the chosen colours as a 
nod to the days of black and 
white television. 

The idea was that of 
Hannah Hamid, Year 6, who 
said: “When I was thinking of 
ideas for the JLT, I wanted 
something that would fit 
with the theme of 


technology. In the old days, 
they did not have colour TVs, 
so I thought that would be 
perfect. 

“I felt really proud of 
myself when I saw everyone 
dressed in black and white. It 
gave me confidence to see 


everyone liked my idea. 

“As JLT members, we want 
to be role models and to 
inspire other children. I want 
to leave a legacy when I 
leave Freshwaters.” 

The day will be repeated 
several times throughout the 


year. The JLT has also 
inspired peers to collect vital 
items needed by Harlow 
charity Streets2Homes to 
help those living on the 
streets. Classes donated lip 
balms, combs and brushes, 
sponges, flannels, socks, 


pasta and soup pots, 
deodorant, toothpaste, 
toothbrushes and baby 
wipes. 

Ronnie McManus, Year 5 
JLT member, said: “It feels 
really good to help people 
who do not have much and 


are sleeping on the streets. 
Everyone has brought 
something in; I was 
surprised when I saw how 
much had been collected.” 

Kerrie Easman, 
Streets2Homes CEO, said: 
“This is such a wonderful 
initiative and means so 
much more than the much- 
needed essential items 
donated. For those who do 
not have a home to know the 
community wants to help 
them is so good for their 
morale and self-esteem. 

“For young people to 
display such thoughtfulness 
and empathy is really 
inspiring. Streets2Homes are 
truly grateful for the 
donations, effort and 
thought from all involved.” 

Four pupils per class are 
appointed JLT members 
each year after going 
through an application 
process, which includes an 
interview and speech. 

Each member is also 
linked to a class where they 
help with organising 
resources and supporting 
their peers. 

Teresa Avey, head of 
school, said: “The JLT 
provides children with the 
perfect opportunity to 
express their views and 
opinions. During assemblies, 
children come up with these 
great ideas to help others 
and we are very fortunate 
our parents are supportive 
and help them to achieve 
their goals by donating 
money and the various 
objects required. 

“We feel pupil voice is 
important.”

After major 
makeover, 
pavilion is 
back in use 


A NEW sports pavilion and 
community hall has officially 
opened at Nicholls Field. 

The former derelict sports 
pavilion was given a major 
makeover in 2017. 

It has now been 
completely transformed and 
on Saturday, March 10 an 
official opening event was 
held by the first tenants of 
the building, Kazen Kai 
Martial Arts. 

A ribbon to mark the 
opening was cut by chair of 
Harlow Council, Councillor 
Sue Livings, who was joined 
by the Bush Fair ward 
councillors and 
representatives from 
Kazen Kai. 

After cutting the ribbon, 
councillors were treated to 
an exhibition of martial arts 
by some of the club’s 
members. 

The new building includes 
four changing rooms, a 
changing room for officials, 
an office, disabled toilets and 
a community hall. 

The refurbishment was 
virtually a new build with 
new foundations, a new 
pitched roof, improved 
access and fencing and 
changes to the internal 
layout of the building. 

There have also been 
drainage improvements 


made to the six adult size 
football pitches. 

The council is currently in 
discussions with local 
community organisations 
and sports clubs and the 
Essex FA regarding the use of 
the pitches and changing 
rooms. 

It is also planning to 
refurbish the adjacent multi¬ 
use outdoor area. 

Councillor Mark Ingall, 
portfolio holder for 
youth and community, said: 
“The pavilion sat derelict 
in the middle of Nicholls 
Field for far too long but 
what we have today is a 
completely transformed 
building for the community 
to use. 

“The pavilion has literally 
been rebuilt from top to 
bottom and it is now in use 
seven days a week helping to 
contribute towards getting 
people active. 

“The first tenants of 
Nicholls Field, Kazen Kai, 
have really been able to grow 
their club since using this 
facility. 

“We also want to see the 
football pitches back in use 
as soon as possible and more 
of the local community using 
the new building and the 
fantastic green open space 
which surrounds it.”

Do you get a lot of your comedy 
ideas when you driving? 

WHEN you are in a car for six hours 
you are in a place where you have 
no distractions and I have come to 
like that. It's like being in one of 
those sensory deprivation tank 
things. You get to think things 
through and come up with ideas. 

But you have to believe in yourself 
that what you think is funny. If I 
come up with a comedy idea at 
home, I end up running around my 
wife like a five-year-old saying 'Look 
at me, look at me.' 

You've done TV 
shows like Live 
At The Apollo, 

Michael 
McIntyre's 
Comedy 
Roadshow and 
The John 
Bishop Show 
and co-wrote 
Frankie Boyle's 
Tramadol 
Nights. Is it 
hard not to 
swear when you 
are on television? 

IF I'm on one of 
those shows I don't 
mind toning it down. I 
feel like I'm going into 
your home so I'm not going 
to come out with 'What the 
f**k is this?' (Laughs) But if 
you come to me for a show 
that's like coming into my 
home, my own place, and I 
can do what the f**k' I want. 

You've been described as 
both mischievous and 
enlightened. Is there any 
subject that's 
off limits? 

WE'RE living in a very 
dangerous time with 
people in the desert 
chopping someone's head 
off. Let me tell you Isis 
does not have a sense of 
humour. 

Those who want to be in 
power have also lost their 
sense of humour. I think 
we should pick our leaders 
by going into a room at 
any factory and saying 
'Hey, Bob, you're the new 
leader.' 

He wasn't looking for it 


What's it like being back on the 
road again with your show I 
Swear? 

OH, man, I've never been off the 
road. There's never a weekend I'm 
not working. I've been on the road 
longer than the Rolling Stones... and 
I gave them a 20 year start. I've been 
doing this since 1989. The Rolling 
Stones at least have six months 
stints off every now and again. 

Do you find it easy to relax 
when you're not touring? 

(LAUGHS) It's when I come home 
that I turn into an idiot. The road is 
my home. Things just get weird 
when I'm not touring and I'm home 
in Edinburgh. I start to get stir crazy. 


If one or two people 
walk out, I think I’ve 
actually done my job 


IT always changes. I'm never 
satisfied. Sometimes I like to be in 
the moment. I'm aware of what is 
going on with the audience. 

If you've seen the show before and 
come back again it will be different. 

How did your comedy career 
begin in Canada? 

THE first time I stood on a comedy 
stage was in 1989, two weeks before 
my 19th birthday, so I can officially 
say I was 18 years old when I started. 

I still enjoy working with young 
comedians and do an online sitcom 
with Daniel Sloss. (Chuckles) I like 
feeding off their energy like a wicked 
witch. 

A lot of these guys are so young 
and funny and they have not been 
conditioned yet. I can relate to them 
more then when I see someone 
coming into the business at 31 or 32 
who has already been conditioned 
to be nice and polite and not cause 
offence. 

I started at 18 and I wasn't worried 
about being liked. 

Any plans following this 
UK tour? 

I'M already working on the next 
show that I'm going to play at the 
Edinburgh Festival and then I'll be 
popping off to Australia to tour 
before coming back here ... and then 
I'll maybe think about taking some 
time off.

OF COURSE. There's a 
difference between a comedian 
and someone who makes 
people laugh, someone who 
is a people pleaser.

It can be an art 
form. A people pleaser is 
someone who just wants to 
make you laugh and they 
are not going to say 
anything offensive. 

A comedian wants to 
challenge your thoughts 
not just tickle your funny 
bone. (Laughs) I always 
think if everyone walks out 
then it's a bad show, but if 
one or two walk out I think 
I've actually done my job. 


Does the show change a 
lot while you are on tour?

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As punk survivors The 
Stranglers prepare for 
yet another UK tour, JJ 
Burnel talks to JOE 
NERSSESSIAN about 
riots in Greece, the 
band's longevity and the 
"sterile" music of 2018 

S UMMER 1985 and The 

Stranglers are performing 
to a crowd of around 
40,000 in Athens. Outside a 
police car is ablaze as 
rioting fans try to break into the 
Panathenaic Stadium. Depeche 
Mode were hiding under the stage 
while Boy George was being 
attacked with bottles, recalls a 
cackling Jean-Jacques Burnel. 

It's 44 years since JJ founded The 
Stranglers (originally the Guildford 
Stranglers) alongside Jet Black, 
Dave Greenfield and Hugh 
Cornwell - who left in 1990. 

They arrived in the boom of the 
British pub rock scene, jostling, 
snarling and at times exchanging 
punches with their more media- 
friendly punk peers, Sex Pistols and 
The Clash. 

As the genre's bubble burst and 
those bands around them split, The 
Stranglers stayed firm. 

JJ, 66, cites the Athens 
performance as his favourite 
memory in the band's four-decade 
history, but concedes there are so 
many it changes every day. 

It's all a lot calmer now, of 
course. “We don't get arrested 
every night and I'm not getting 
laid," he jokes. 

He's just off the plane from 
France, where he resides, but had 
only been home for three days 
following the band's Australia and 
New Zealand tour. 

They are touring the UK this 
month and show little intention of 
slowing down - although drummer 
Jet has now officially retired at the 
grand age of 79. 

“He's enjoying his twilight years,” 
JJ says. "He's alright, his body has 
given up and he's on the last run 
home. There aren't many 80-year- 
old drummers out there, he did 
everything he was supposed to do 
in rock and roll. We did call him 
The Hoover.” 

It really was sex, drugs and 
rock'n'roll for the band. As well as 
fights with their punk peers, they 
incited a riot in Nice, took heroin 
for a year and even tied up 
journalists - although that's not the 
reason for this particular interview

being conducted by phone. 

It all seems a long way away from 
the current music scene, where an 
argument on social media can 
become headline news. 

"Everyone wants to be successful 
now, they play safe, there aren't 
many innovators, people taking 
risks,” JJ says. "They're talking about 
careers now. When we started, you 
were lucky if you lasted two or 
three years.” 

"Everything is more business-like 
and showbizzyhe continues, and 
he reckons The Stranglers are 
attracting a new wave of youngsters 
because of the largely sterile nature 
of modern music. 

"People see us actually playing 
and with the f***-ups that can 
occur. 

"I think all the things that were 
frowned upon which we did in the 
past now seem as badges of 
honour.” 

JJ admits there were times it did 
spin out of control, before 
quipping: "But if you've got no 
experience of music, you've got no 
imagination.” 

The sterile nature of the current 
music industry makes him even 
more determined to continue with 
The Stranglers, who are working on 
a follow-up to 2012's Giants, the 
band's best and most acclaimed 
album since the mid-Eighties. 

Being a band of pensioners, he 
admits they often discuss mortality. 

"We talk about one day The 
Stranglers will no longer be, and it 
would have been 40 years of our 
lives - and that's a weird concept 
but you have to be realistic," he 
says. 

JJ hesitates, then adds: "But 
unless I die in a motorcycle 
accident or someone in the band 


dies, we will carry on until we bore 
the pants off each other.” 

A theory of his is that the band's 
longevity is thanks to their rejection 
of America. Rather than donning 
"cowboy hats and boots” as he puts 
it, they acted a little disinterested in 
the US. 

"It's a pact with the devil. You 
have success with America and 
then you're set up for life or you 
don't make the pact with America 
and you're creative. And there's not 
a single band in the firmament, I 
challenge you, as creative and 
eclectic as the Stranglers.” 

They also split everything 
equally, JJ says. Success and failure 
felt the same to all. 

Success certainly seems the word 
for their recent renaissance. Their 
annual UK tour, which this year 
includes stops in Newcastle, 
Birmingham and Bristol, continues 
to attract new faces. 

In 2010, a huge crowd was 
drawn to The Other Stage at 
Glastonbury to see their debut 
appearance at the festival, 
although there is no expectation 


they will be invited back. 

"We were banned from 
Glastonbury for many years so that 
was a bit of progress. I'd love to go 
back. It's the biggest and the best. I 
don't think they'll invite us - they 
just don't like us full stop." 

It's hard to simply accept JJ's 
'everyone's out to get us' mindset. 
But he's adamant it existed. 

"We just p***ed off so many 
people, having punch-ups with 
people, irritating the f*** out of 
journalists. 

"At one point, we polarised 
opinion so much that the press 
were supporting The Clash and the 
Sex Pistols. They did have nicer 
clothes than we did but that's about 
all," he says. 

"There are fashions and trends 
and when that happened we were 
classed as the bad boys but we had 
the last laugh, and we're still 
laughing," adds JJ, as he breaks into 
another cackle.

FICKLE FRIENDS-YOU ARE

FICKLE Friends' debut 
is nostalgic for the past, 
for the 1980s, and it 
pays homage to 
genre-defining songs from the likes of 
Whitney, Tiffany, Shannon and other 
major power-pop players of the decade. 

The tracks combine this with more 
current dance and trance sounds, heard 
in Glue and Bite, but overall this knows 
exactly where it belongs. 

The most striking elements are the 
big, singalong choruses, which are 
executed brilliantly. 

There are darker parts to this 
colourful offering - the songs are often 
driven by a heavy bass, and at times 
they seem to be moving a little bit too 
quick, like an experimental, musical 
drug. It keeps you on your toes, and is 
an excellent, classic pop album. 

KIM WILDE - HERE COME THE ALIENS 
★★★★★ 

KIM Wilde once 
warned you should 
Never Trust A Stranger; 
here is another public 
service announce¬ 
ment. The UK's 
green-fingered queen of 1980s new 
wave pop has cultivated an obsession 
with little green men. 

"They're out there in the stars, maybe 
they come from Mars," she sings on 
1969, the tacit title track to Here Come 
The Aliens. Pop Don't Stop pays 
homage to Buggies classic Video Killed 
The Radio Star with its piano-led intro 
before bursting away on an inter¬ 
planetary path. 

Wilde has certainly seen some 
extraordinary things. The real revelation 
here is that her 14th studio album might 
be the Chelsea Flower Show gold 
medallist's finest non-horticultural 
work in decades. 

ALEXANDRA BURKE - THE TRUTH IS 
★★★★★ 

AFTER a six-year wait, 

Alexandra Burke has 
grown as an artist and 
as a woman, particu¬ 
larly in the past year 
- what with her 
successful Strictly stint and the death of 
her mother - and is set on making her 
mark in music again. 

However, for all that life experience 
and the absorption of a more musical 
theatre-friendly style - thanks to her 
years treading the boards in the West 
End - somehow this new effort doesn't 
feel like she's quite giving her best... yet. 

The power ballads are pleasant, if not 
a bit lacking in true heart, while other 
tracks have the essence of something 
great but fall short of brilliance. 

A highlight is her duet with Ronan

If you don’t 
have one, heat 
vegetable oil in a frying 
pan large enough to fit 
the four fish. The oil 
needs to be deep 
enough to submerge 
half of the fish when 
laid on their sides. 


ausrf 
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Bring the oil up to 190 
degrees C/375 degrees 
F. Test the temperature 
by putting a cube of 
bread in the oil - if it 
immediately starts to 
crisp up, you're ready 
to go. 

3. Pat the fish dry with 
paper towels, then dust 
with flour, ensuring 
they are completely 
covered and any excess 
is shaken off. 

4. Carefully place the 
fish in the hot oil. Fry 
for four minutes on 
each side. Remove with 
a slotted spoon onto 
some paper towels to 
absorb any excess oil. 

5. Transfer to a serving 
plate, sprinkle with sea 
salt and serve with 
lemon wedges and the 
dressing in a small 
bowl on the side.

T HE story of Prawn On 
The Lawn is one of 
constant ingenuity. It 
started out as a tiny 
North London fishmon¬ 
ger and seafood bar; just eight 
seats, a fish counter and no fryer. 

"The idea was, you could have 
a glass of fizz and a few oysters 
while you bought your fish and it 
was being prepped," explains 
Katie Toogood, who runs POTL 
with her husband, self-taught 
chef Rick. 

The tricky bit was, they didn't 
have a licence for hot food. "It 
forced us into doing something 
a bit more out there," admits 
Rick, describing how their 
ever-changing menu revolved 
around curing, piclding, ceviche, 
oysters, and crab and lobster on 
ice. “Having all the fish on 
display, we just wanted to cook 
it. As a chef it became quite 
frustrating." 

Five years on, the pair have 
swapped their stripped-back 
fishmongers for two restaurants 
- one in London and one in 
Padstow, Cornwall - and now 
have their own cookbook, 
packed with 'fish and seafood to 
share'. 

They might have fryers at both 
locations now, but don't expect 
to find them dishing out portions 
of salt and vinegar-covered cod. 
"We don't do fish and chips," says 
Katie, "[but] we could do you 
some crushed new potatoes and 
tempura battered white fish." 

Instead, they're all about 
small, inventive sharing plates - 
swayed by whatever their 
Cornish fishermen have hauled 
in that day. 

Rick, who previously worked 
front of house for a string of 
high-end restaurants, had never 
been particularly interested in 
plodding through meals that 


predictably went: starter, main, 
dessert. "We loved the idea of 
sharing, it's how we both grew 
up," he says, as Katie chips in: 
"Everything in the 
middle of the table, 
helping yourself." 

They also wanted to 
smash up the idea 
that seafood restau¬ 
rants should be 
formal - it's fiddly 
enough cracking crab 
claws without 
worrying about how 
smart your shirt is. 

"When you go to 
Europe, seafood is so informal," 
says Katie. "It's just stuff off a 
boat, and real basic cooking." 

When the pair met online ("It 
wasn't on Plenty Of Fish,” says 
Katie with a laugh), she didn't 
really eat meat and was "way 


more scared of fish" Rick sorted 
that out. 

"I don't know when I became 
so obsessed with fish," he says. "I 
was born in Guernsey, 
but left when I was 
three or four, but mum 
says whenever we'd go 
to the market, I'd go 
straight to the fish 
counter." 

Their whole red 
mullet, floured and 
deep fried, comes from 
sitting on plastic chairs 
with Rick's parents in a 
little bay in Greece, 
where the fish was served with 
really good olive oil and some 
lemon juice, whisked, and 
poured all over the fish. "The 
simplicity of it,” says Katie 
reverently. 

While they’re all about keeping 


things simple, they’ve noticed 
that people are becoming more 
adventurous with their seafood. 
So much so, "people don't even 
want cod if it's on the menu, 
they're like, 'No, have you got 
any pollock?"' says Katie. Some 
do still need to be nudged to 
have their fish whole rather than 
filleted, though. "You just get so 
much flavour from the bones!" 

Hence why Rick has taken the 
decision that, if you order crab at 
POTL, it'll come whole, not 
dressed. "It's the theatre of it," he 
says proudly. "Picking the meat 
out is so rewarding." 

There are some things that just 
don't need reinventing.

NO sooner had I suggested last 
week that spring might be round 
the corner, it snowed AGAIN. 

At least the clocks are changing 
and we'll all feel so much better. I 
love this time of year when 
everything is so new again; there's 
a fresh start as the sun warms and 
the days get longer. 

It's a busy time in the wine world 
too, with lots of new happenings. 

Sainsbury's has extended its 
organic range with the addition of 
a prosecco, a sauvignon blanc and 
a French rose. 

This comes on the heels of the 
wines So Organic Malbec (£6.50), 
So Organic Cotes du Rhone 
(£7.50) and So Organic Merlot 

(£6.50) which launched last 
November. Sainsbury's says it saw 
a 25% jump in demand for organic 
wines last year, which it believes is 
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driven by younger customers. 

So Organic Prosecco (£10, 
11% abv) isn't cheap when 
you consider how much you 
can spend on a bottle of 
prosecco these days. It's not 
a DOCG designated wine (the 
top style of wine in Italy) 
unlike my favourite 
prosecco from Sainsbury's, 
Taste the Difference 
Conegliano Prosecco 
which comes in at around 
the same price. Saying 
that, I shared a sniff and a 
dip with some girlie 


friends, including lots of swirling 
and chatting, and the aromas got 
a thumbs-up; pears, tropical fruit, 
a little bit of cinnamon (I don't 
know where that came from) and 
freshly sliced apples. 

The label on So Organic 
Sauvignon Blanc (£6.50,13.5% 
abv) declares the wine has ''citrus 
and grapefruit flavours and a 
delicate herbaceous note" but I 
found the opposite. It is from 
Spain and the sun-dappled grapes 
have delivered a wine of tropical 
fruits, guava and a hint of 
nectarine. So Organic French 
Rose (£6.50,13.5% abv) is 
grenache-based and has squishy 
strawberry aromas with a hint of 
spice. 

Over at Tesco, a new selection 
from Domaines et Chateaux has 
arrived on the shelves. The team 


searches for smaller parcels of 
French wines and once they're 
sold out, that's it, they're gone. 

My favourite of the new four 
wines I tasted was Domaine 
Bariol 2016 (£9,13% abv), a white 
from the Cotes du Rhone. It is a 
blend of marsanne and viognier 
and has a nose of white 
peach and honeysuckle with A 
a peep of candied fruit. 

Those same notes carry 
through to the flavours and , 
it was pretty much spot-on 
with my Sunday afternoon 
roast chicken and buttery 
bacon and cabbage. 

Meanwhile one of my ^ m 

reliable go-to wine 
brands, Cono Sur Bici- 
cleta, is having a make¬ 
over. New bottles with a 
bicycle embossed in the 


glass are out next month with a 
nod to making the wine a little 
more premium. The bicycles are a 
tribute to the vineyard workers 
who travel around the Chilean 
vineyards on bikes. Cono Sur 
Bicicleta Pinot Noir (RRP £7.49, 
Tesco, Asda, Sainsbury, Morrisons, 
Co-op, 13.5% abv) is the UK's 
best-selling pinot noir and its 
notes of strawberry, violets and 
cherries are smooth and tempting. 

Finally, Aldi has brought out a 
new range of half-bottles for those 
nights when you don't want a full 
bottle. The wines are Pinot Grigio, 
Pinot Noir and Malbec and they 
are £2.99 for 37.5cl. Let's raise a 
glass to spring!

INGREDIENTS: 

8tbsp Vietnamese marinade 
(see below) 

1.5kg monkfish tail on the 
bone, skinned and 
butterflied 

(ask your fishmonger 
to do this) 

4 spring onions, 
finely sliced 
4 sprigs of coriander, 
leaves only 

4 sprigs of holy basil (Thai 
basil), leaves only 

A handful of toasted 
peanuts, chopped (optional) 

1 lime, cut into wedges 

For the Vietnamese 
marinade: 

(Makes 150ml) 

2 garlic cloves, peeled 
A handful of coriander, 
stalks and all 

5 kaffir lime leaves 

1 thumb-sized piece of 
fresh ginger, peeled 
1 birdseye chilli, roughly 
chopped 

2lemongrass stalks, topped 
and tailed, roughly chopped 
A splash of Thai fish sauce 
(nam pla) 

Juice of 2 limes 
50ml extra virgin olive oil 





METHOD: 

1. Make the marinade. Put all 
the ingredients into a food 
processor or blender and blitz 
until as smooth as possible. 
Don't worry if it looks a little 
'bitty,' as it will soften down 
during the cooking process. 

2. Preheat the oven to 160 
degrees C fan/180 degrees 
C/350 degrees F/gas mark 4. 
Line a roasting pan, large 
enough to hold the monkfish 
tail, with greaseproof paper. 

3. Spread two tablespoons of 
the marinade across the 
greaseproof paper and place 
the monkfish tail on top. 

Make sure the meat of the 
butterflied monkfish is 


opened out and spread the 
remaining marinade over the 
fish. If you are using a 
different fish you may need 
more or less marinade - just 
make sure the fish is well 
covered. 

4. Sprinkle with half the 
spring onion and roast in the 
hot oven for 20 minutes. 

When the fish is cooked, the 
meat will start to peel away 
from the backbone. 

5. Transfer to a serving plate 
and pour the cooking juices 
over the fish. 

6. Garnish with the remaining 
spring onion, coriander, basil 
and peanuts (if using). Serve 
with lime wedges on the side. 



INGREDIENTS: 

150g white crab meat 
(unpasteurised) 

Itbsp creme fraiche 
2 spring onions (scallions), 
finely sliced 
Itsp lemon juice 
Sea salt and freshly 
ground black pepper 
4 courgette flowers, with 
baby courgettes attached 
1L vegetable oil 
For the tempura batter: 
75g cup plain flour 
50g cup cornflour 
Msp baking powder 
Approx 150ml chilled 
sparkling water 


METHOD: 

1. In a mixing bowl, 
add the crab meat, creme 
fraiche, spring onions and 
lemon juice and mix 
together, seasoning to taste. 

2. Gendy open the petals of 
the courgette flowers and 
spoon equal amounts of the 
crab mixture in between the 
petals, packing the mix in 
tightly and leaving enough 
space to be able to twist the 
petals back together. Ensure 
there are no gaps for the crab 


to escape out of. 

3. Ideally, use a deep-fat 
fryer (if you haven't got one, 
use a heavy-based saucepan) 
and heat the vegetable oil to 
190 degrees C/375 degrees F. 
Test the temperature by 
putting a cube of bread in the 
oil - if it immediately starts 
to crisp up, you're ready to 

go. 

4. Meanwhile, make the 
tempura batter. Mix the 
plain flour, cornflour and 




baking powder together and 
slowly add the chilled 
sparkling water, whisking as 
you go. You're aiming for the 
consistency of double 
cream. 

5. Gently coat the stuffed 
flowers in the batter and, 
using a spoon for support, 
slowly lower a flower into 
the hot oil, flower-end first. 
After a few seconds, let it 
submerge fully and fry for 
about one-and-a-half 
minutes, until golden. 
Repeat for all four flowers. 

6. Remove with a slotted 
spoon and place on paper 
towels to absorb any excess oil. 

7. Season with sea salt and 
they're ready to serve.

What was the starting point for 
the documentary? 

AS a kid, I was obsessed with 
butterscotch Angel Delight,

HOW much more naive we 
were as consumers back then.

Back then, you would see an 
advert on telly and go, 'Well, it must 
be great!' 

Do you think it's easy to look 
back at the past with rose- 
tinted glasses?

PACIFIC RIM UPRISING (12A) 

In 2013, gargantuan alien creatures known as 
Kaiju emerged from a temporal rift on the sea 
floor and razed some of the world's most 
densely populated coastal cities. 

The United Nations responded by forming the 
Pan Pacific Defence Corps (PPDC) and built an 
arsenal of Jaegers - 25-storey tall robots 
operated by human pilots, whose minds are 
melded to allow a co-ordinated response to the 
otherworldly threat. 

After a titanic battle between the Kaiju and 
the Jaegers, we emerged victorious. 

The sequel directed by first-time helmer 
Steven S DeKnight unfolds 10 years after this 
epic showdown.

Not all smooth sailing 


A WRINKLE IN TIME (PG) 

★★★★★ 

W ith its impassioned, 
tub-thumping 
messages of self¬ 
belief and 
individuality, A 
Wrinkle In Time is certainly 
not A Waste Of Time for the 
target audience of peer- 
pressured teenagers, who are 
force-fed an airbrushed version 
of “reality” on social media 
channels. 

Nor is director Ava 
DuVernay’s picture the 
emotionally rich call to arms 
that it earnestly strives to be, 
hamstrung by gaping plot 
holes, inconsistent 
characterisation and a 
steadfast reliance on swathes 
of digital effects to propel the 
narrative towards its syrupy 
conclusion. 

Fantastical realms crammed 
with otherworldly flora and 
fauna, reminiscent of James 
Cameron’s mega-blockbuster 
Avatar, provide an eye¬ 
popping backdrop to a 13- 
year-old girl’s painful coming 
of age during a madcap time¬ 
travelling quest to locate her 
missing father. 

The pacing is frenetic, in 
part to distract from loopy 
logic, which results in an 
exhausting 109 minutes of style 


over meaty, heart-tugging 
substance. 

The glittering jewel in the 
film’s wonky tiara is 14-year- 
old lead actress Storm Reid. 

With a deftness beyond her 
years, she beautifully captures 
the awkwardness and aching 
vulnerability of her heroine, 
who constantly questions 
whether she possesses the 
strength to achieve her 
otherworldly destiny when she 
is repeatedly driven to tears by 
barbs from her neighbour 
Veronica (Rowan Blanchard), 
queen bee of a catty coterie of 
popular girls. 

Gifted student Meg (Reid) 
has shunned friendship since 


the disappearance of her father 
Alex (Chris Pine) four years ago 
during his ridiculed 
experiments into space travel 
via a frequency-generated 
tesseract. 

Meg’s mother Kate (Gugu 
Mbatha-Raw) valiantly holds 
the family together and cares 
for her daughter and 
precocious adopted son, 
Charles Wallace (Deric 
McCabe). 

During a walkabout in the 
neighbourhood, the siblings 
encounter Meg’s classmate 
Calvin O’Keefe (Levi Miller) 
followed by three astral seers 
named Mrs Whatsit (Reese 
Witherspoon), Mrs Who 



Oprah Winfrey as Mrs Which 


(Mindy Kaling) and Mrs Which 
(Oprah Winfrey). 

This extravagantly attired 
three-strong chorus reveals 
that Meg’s father is alive in 
another dimension and they 
need the children’s help to 
locate Alex before an insidious 
evil named The It pollutes the 
universe with hatred, jealousy 
and self-loathing. 

“You just have to find the 
right frequency and have faith 
in who you really are,” Mrs 
Which tenderly assures Meg. 

Leaping between magical 
kingdoms, Meg, Charles 
Wallace, Calvin and their 
guides encounter a quixotic 
soothsayer called The Happy 
Medium (Zach Galifianakis) 
and a diabolical henchman 
(Michael Pena) who preys on 
the children’s darkest fears. 

Based on Madeleine 
L'Engle’s 1962 novel, A Wrinkle 
In Time is less than the sum of 
its expertly crafted parts. 

Reid’s fearless performance 
demands we care about Meg 
and urge her onwards to glory. 

Winfrey glides serenely 
through every frame replete 
with rhinestone eyebrows, 
while Witherspoon predicts 
doom and gloom under her 
breath because of the 
children’s obvious insecurities. 

“They’re human, they’re very 
limited,” she laments.

80s singer Carol Decker talks to MARTIN NEAL about 
music, festivals, moving on and Brits bread roll fights 



A aah the 80s. Big hair, 
soft focus videos and 
being able to go about 
your daily business 
without posting 
everything you did on social 
media. 

And, of course, the music. A 
vibrant kaleidoscope clash of 
styles, genres and tastes which 
is still celebrated today as 
something of a golden age. 

Someone who knows all 
about the music scene back 
then is Carol Decker of T’Pau, 
still instantly recognisable after 
all these years and still heard 
regularly thanks to the 
enduring quality of China in 
Your Hand, the pop-rock 
classic that spent five weeks at 
No 1 and 30 years on the 
turntable of almost every DJ in 
the country. 

The 80s are big business 
these days, with tours and 
festivals featuring acts from 
that era a common occurrence 
all over the country. T’Pau are 
no strangers to the retro circuit 
and will be appearing at Audley 
End this summer in Here and 
Now - Back to the 80s, 
alongside Jason Donovan, 
Midge Ure, Five Star, Toyah 
and a stack of other well- 
known acts. 

“I’ve been there a couple of 
times for similar shows and it’s

a beautiful place,” enthused 
the band’s bubbly singer Carol 
Decker, who reformed the 
group in 1998. “My summer 
gigs are a joy because there are 
so many places like this. 

“The 80s was such a dynamic 
and creative era, and people 
still love it. My first arena tour 
since I started doing this again 
was with Go West, Kim Wilde, 
Paul Young and China Crisis in 
2001 - so I’ve been doing it, 
this time, longer than I was in 
the 80s. 

“The 80s were so wonderfully 
diverse. You had Boy George 
and you had U2 for example - 
they were completely different 
but they were in the charts at 
the same time. 

“The 80s were punky and 
funky. We had post-punk, we 
had the new romantics, 
synthesisers came along and 
changed the way we made 


music, MTV started, we had the 
first mobile phones and the 
first computers. Everything was 
moving in existential leaps. 

And it wasn’t as corporate then 
- everything is so corporate 
and glossy now.” 

Not that everyone always got 
along though... 

“I remember the 1989 Brits,” 
recalled Carol. “We were sitting 
next to The Cure, and they 
didn’t like T’Pau or anything 
we stood for - and they started 
throwing bread rolls at us! The 
bass player at the time in 
particular really didn’t like us. 

“I was sitting next to Feargal 
Sharkey - and he got up and 
said to them ‘what the f*** is 
the problem with the Addams 
Family?’ I was heartbroken 
actually because I loved The 
Cure and I still do!” 

Released in October 1987, 
China in Your Hand went to 


No 1 in six countries. It was by 
far T’Pau’s biggest hit, and it’s 
a song Carol is rightly proud of, 
although it’s easy to forget that 
the band did far more than just 
that one song and they they’re 
still releasing albums today. 

“It’s officially recognised as a 
classic now,” she points out, 
“and it has provided me with a 
great career. But when your 
useful chart career subsides, it 
all comes down to one song. 

“When I play my own gigs, 
the fans know all my songs and 
album tracks and we brought 
out a new album - Pleasure 
and Pain - two years ago but it 
hardly got any airplay and that 
can be frustrating. 

“We are working on a new 
album now and the first track 
we have written is bloody 
fantastic! I know I would say 
that, but it is. It would be 
better if it got some airplay but 


even Madonna struggles for 
airplay now! People want to 
confine you to memories. But 
it’s OK, I can suck it up.” 

It’s a measure of China in 
Your Hand’s popularity that, 
almost on the back of that song 
alone, she’s still a well-known 
face. Her TV appearances 
include Celebrity Mastermind, 
she’s on a forthcoming episode 
of Benidorm and her 
autobiography Heart and Soul 
is available on Amazon and 
www.awaywithmedia.com 

“Sometimes when I’m feeling 
a bit sorry for myself I pick up 
my diary and look at what I’ve 
done in the last 12 months,” 
she said, “and I think ‘bloody 
hell!’ I can’t complain. 
Everything has a peak and you 
can’t stay there forever.”

Want to flush out some 
of those wasteful 
habits at home? ABI 
JACKSON taps into 
some easy ways to be 
more water-aware 

I t's surprisingly easy to forget 
how lucky we are to have free- 
flowing water at the turn of a 
tap, considering - as WaterAid 
highlights - one in nine 
people on this planet still 
don't have access to clean 
water close to their home. 

The average person in the UK gets 
through 150 litres of water a day, and 
while it might seem we have an abun¬ 
dance of the stuff (it certainly rains 
enough, right?), water doesn't just 
magically appear in our pipes - there's 
a lengthy, energy-consuming process 
involved in getting it there and ensur¬ 
ing it's clean. 

In the grand scheme of things, the 
carbon footprint associated with each 
litre of tap water is relatively tiny 
(exact figures are unclear but esti¬ 
mates range from 0.298g-0.79g C02/ 
litre) compared with things like run¬ 
ning a car, for instance (the average 
new car emits 120. lg C02/km, accord¬ 
ing to the SMMT New Car Report 
2017), and is vastly smaller than that 
of its bottled water equivalent - so 
nobody's suggesting a mass tap 
turn-off. 

But, with climate change and sus¬ 
tainability becoming an increasing 
priority, running water isn't some¬ 
thing we should take for granted - and 
the least we can do is try not to be 
wasteful. Here are seven simple ways 
to waste less water at home... 

1 FIX DRIPPING TAPS 

Not only is a dripping tap really 
annoying, but, according to the 
Energy Saving Trust, they account for 
around 5,500 litres of water waste a 
year. So don't leave leaky taps to drip 
on for ages - tighten them up yourself 
if you can or get a plumber in to fix 
them. 


2 


DON'T LEAVE THE TAP RUNNING 
WHEN BRUSHING YOUR TEETH 


Tend to leave the tap running while 



Follow these steps to be less 
wasteful with your water 


brushing your teeth? That's around 
six litres of water per minute just 
washing wantonly down the plug¬ 
hole. This is one of the simplest bad 
habits to break - just wet your brush, 
turn off the tap, then turn it back on 
quickly at the end to rinse. You'll 
quickly get used to it. 

3 USE A WASHING-UP BOWL 

The same principle applies to 
doing the washing-up. Filling a bowl 
tends to use considerably less water 
than washing each item under a 
running tap. 

Plus, as ENGIE points out, washing 
up twice a day with a bowl, instead of 
leaving the hot tap running, could 
save around £25 a year on your gas 
bill and around £30 a year on your 


water bill (if you have a water meter). 

4 DON'T LEAVE HOT WATER RUNNING 
FOR AGES TO 'HEAT IT UP' 

You like a nice hot shower - who can 
blame you! But we really don't need 
to turn the water on a good five or 10 
minutes before getting in (if it really 
does take this long for your water to 
heat up, isn't it time to get the boiler 
checked?). 

Nobody's saying you need to stop 
having baths, or you should be taking 
cold showers; just make sure the 
water you're running is being used, 
not mindlessly wasted. 

5 SWITCH TO A LOW-FLOW 
TOILET FLUSH 

Older toilets can use around 13.6 


litres of water per flush, while more 
efficient modern ones, or ones with 
low-flow fixtures installed in the 
plumping, can reduce this to an 
average six litres per flush - so it's 
worth ensuring your loo is operating 
on low-flow mode. 

GATHER RAIN WATER FOR 
GARDENING 

As many gardeners will know, 
hosepipe bans do happen, but a good 
solution for trimming water waste in 
the garden is by investing in a 
suitable means of collecting rain 
water. 

There are a number of solutions 
out there for this - tap up Google or 
ask at your local garden centre for 
advice. 


7 BE MINDFUL OF DISHWASHER/ 
WASHING MACHINE USE 

If you really must run a small load 
through the dishwasher/washing 
machine, use those eco and half-load 
settings (your energy bills will thank 
you too). Better still, try to get into 
the habit of being a bit more mindful 
of how frequently you're putting on a 
wash. 

For instance, you really don't need a 
fresh towel with every bath/shower 
(keep the room well ventilated and 
hang them up to air), and if you're in 
the habit of tossing things into the 
laundry basket on auto-pilot, consider 
whether each item could last another 
wear or two (common sense of course 
- this doesn't extend to underwear 
and sweaty vests!).

I t was seen by some people as a 

somewhat brave move four years ago by 
French bosses at Peugeot/Citroen to 
reintroduce their famous Citroen DS 
brand after a gap of 40 years in what is 
now a far more competitive market place. 

The idea was to create it as a luxury stand 
alone brand from Citroen with cars offering 
distinctive styling and design with a greater 
presence on the road and overall being 
rather different from any other similar sized 
models around. 

The gamble has clearly paid off with their 
quite stylish DS3, DS4 and DS5 hatchbacks 
having won over motorists and now Citroen 
has launched effectively their piece de 
resistance in the shape of the DS 7 
Crossback - their first up market compact 
SUV. 

This means taking on the already 
established SUV premium rivals like the 
Audi Q3, BMW XI and Volvo’s XC40 in what 
is a growing sector with increasing expensive 
models full of all the latest automotive high 
technology on board. 

Citroen here will soon have over 60 
dedicated DS dealerships to help continue 
the marque’s emergence in which later will 
also sees ifs first DS 7 hybrid powered

For the time being the choice of power is 
down to a 1.6-litre turbocharged petrol 
model and either a 1.5-litre or 2.0-litre 
turbocharged diesel with latter 180bhp 
diesel expected the best seller. 

With a choice of four trim levels - 
Elegance, Performance Line, Prestige and 
Ultra Prestige - and prices from £28,050 to 
£43,535 Citroen has really well and truly 
placed this DS 7 Crossback up amongst the 
premium big boys. 

Tested here is the mid range Performance 
Line BlueHDi 180 automatic (coming in at 
£36,335) which like the rest of the range 
offers drivers a multitude of options that will 
soon push the price up further so potential 
buyers had better watch what they may add 
on to their basic package. 

In terms of looks this DS 7 Crossback does 
look stylish from the outside, much like its 
smaller DS sister models, so it does offer a 
different looking car. 

So much so, in fact, that on test when 
parked more than half a dozen other 
motorists came up to ask what the model 
was having obviously been unaware of the 
distinctive DS badge on the front grille. 

The interior styling, quality furnishings 
and fittings match the distinctiveness of the 
outside with Nappa leather dashboard and 
door panels, Alcantara covered seats that 
give excellent all round lumbar support 
and really spacious head and leg room in 
both the front and rear seats. 

Going for the Performance Line trim it 
comes with a 12-inch touch screen 
infotainment system with a easy to use 
row underneath of controls that operate 
with a mere touch of the finger and that 
are clearly displayed as to what they do 
whilst for night time driving there is 
infrared vision display on the touch 
screen that will immediately highlight 


pedestrians or animals cutting across in 
front of the car. 

The extra cash outlay on a Performance 
Line model is well worth it just for that 
safety feature but is also comes with a host 
of comfort and convenience features that 
includes LED lights, folding and defrosting 
wing mirrors, automatic wipers, top air 
conditioning system, remote tailgate 
opening with the key, loads of airbags, sat 
nav, Bluetoot, voice recognition and much 
more. And there’s decent boot space (555 
litres) enlarged when the 40/60 split rear 
seat backrest folded. 

As for driving the test car sitting on 19- 
inch alloy wheels, but without the optional 
DS Active Scan Suspension on board, it 
provides a comfortable enough ride even 
over our now many potholed A and B roads, 
soaking up the more uneven surfaces 
without too much trouble. 

With light yet precise steering it’s overall 
quite supple out on the open road and with 
the 180bhp turbo diesel engine under the 
bonnet it’s remarkably quiet for a diesel 
engine and really comes into its own on 
those longer journeys with good fuel 
economy (54.5mpg overall on test) at 
motorway speeds. 

Performance is more than adequate - 0 to 
62mph in 9.9 seconds - and one of the 


biggest plus factors for any driver at the 
wheel of this eight-speed automatic is the 
quick but smooth responsive of the gearbox. 
It’s by far and away the best in its class in 
my book - a real joy to use in normal 
automatic model without reverting to 
manual mode courtesy of the steering wheel 
mounted paddles. 

For decades Citroen has often been ahead 
of time - who can remember their then 
revolutionary hydro pneumatic self-levelling 
system in that original DS back in the 
sixties? 

This eight-speed automatic gearbox is 
outstanding with such an efficient, instant 
up and down gear movement when needed 
and so quiet too even with a diesel engine 
on board. 

The Performance Line models naturally 
have a bagful of standard driver aids on 
board like hill start assist, adaptive cruise 
control, anti-lock brakes, electronic stability 
control, lane departure warning and much 
more. 

For such quite a large SUV it handles 
easily even in stop start city traffic and really 
comes into its own cruising out on the open 
road and with such a high driving position 
as these kinds of cars do it makes for better 
all round vision too for the driver. 

Only one minor niggle though on this 
Performance Line - Citroen charges 
an extra £450 to have that so practical 
reversing camera onboard which is a 
bit miserly when paying out thirty-six 
grand for a car, particularly when 
smaller and cheaper cars now include 
it as a standard item! 

Overall though the DS brand 
continues and, deservedly so in my 
view, to make inroads into that 
premium sector of the market 
offering something that’s refreshingly 
different in so many ways.

olseley was one 
of the first 
marques off the 
blocks to create 
a whole new 

world of post Second World 
War car is the UK. 

In 1948 the showrooms 
were graced by the six- 
cylinder powered Wolseley 
6/80 and its four-cylinder 
counterpart, the 4/50. 

They were based on the 
Morris Oxford and Morris 
Six and it was the 6/80 that 
offered new horizons of 
high-power driving in the 
UK. 

The straight-six engine 
was of 2,215cc capacity 
with 772bhp on tap. It 
featured a round Morris 
rear end and upright 
Wolseley grille and very 
quickly was adopted by the 
police. 

They can frequently be 
seen in black and white 
screen crime dramas which 
are being resurrected by 
nostalgia television 


stations. With 85mph on 
tap it was a force to be 
reckoned with. 

Built at Morris’s Cowley 
factory and its bold grille 
and spotlights gave it a very 
businesslike appearance 
and many fleeing criminals 
dreaded seeing that 
illuminated oval Wolseley 
badge getting larger in their 
rear-view mirrors. 

It became the longest 
ever running favorite of 
police forces who seemed 
to retain cars well into the 
1960s when they were a 
favorite for skid pan and 
mechanical training. They 
are even today recognised 
as the iconic period British 
police car with their 
bumper-mounted bells. 

To accommodate its 
larger six-cylinder engine, 
the 6/80 was 7in longer 
than the 4/50. It also had 
larger brakes with lOin 
drums. 

There were still some 
pre-war features, such as a

centre-hinged bonnet and 
split windscreen but the 
beauty of this car lay in its 
interior. 

The occupants enjoyed 
leather seats, a polished 
wood dashboard and many 
touches that branded this 
car something special. 

I drove one once and for 
its day was very responsive 
and you could see just why 
the police liked them. 

The engine was 
interesting, having its roots 
in an aero engine called the 
Wolseley Viper V8 that 
started life in World War 
One aircraft including the 
SE5 fighter. 

But as time marched on 
so did vehicle design and 
there was a new generation 
of high powered cars on 
the streets. 

To keep up, the Wolseley 
company replaced the 6/80 
with the 6/90, a more 
modern and powerful 
development which was 
also adopted for police use.

AT A GLANCE 


A decade or so ago, 

few of us even knew 
how to pronounce 
Qashqai, Nissan’s 
then new venture 
into the family car market. 

Today it’s recognised as 
the landmark crossover that 
kicked off a new style of car 
that lit a fire under just 
about every manufacturer, 
and began a global trend. 

But time never stands still, 
and now, 11 years after the 
first version was launched, 
the Japanese marque is on 
its third version of the 
Qashqai introduced last year. 

Since Nissan dumped the 
traditionally styled Primera 
saloon for the then radical 
Qashqai, there’s been a flood 
of copycat crossovers 
launched on to a greedy 
market. Even now, against 
shrinking car sales, this 
sector is still growing at 24 
per cent. 

So, how well does the 
latest Qashqai fare against 
the rivals? Plusher cabin 
trim, better quality materials 
and heavier duty plastic 


mouldings have conspired to 
boost the interior’s feel-good 
factor - an important area 
bearing in mind the top 
Qashqai sells for around the 
£32,000 mark. 

I drove the 1.6 dCi Tekna+ 
version in two-wheel-drive 
(2WD) guise which, along 
with the four-wheel-drive 
(4WD), are the flagship 
models. 

The quickest of the diesels, 
it has 128bhp engine that has 
enough urge to cover the 
dash to 62mph in just under 


10 seconds and go on to a 
maximum of 118mph, which 
is about par the course in 
this sector. 

Good economy has long 
been a strength of the 
Qashqai and the current 
model continues this 
attribute with an official 
combined figure of 64.2mpg. 

Most owners will easily top 
the 45mpg mark in normal 
road conditions. Emissions 
are impressive too, with C02 
of 116g/km. 

The latest interiors has a 


quality air about it and 
there’s ample room for four 
or even five adults. 

A flat bottomed leather 
steering wheel gives it a 
sporty edge and makes 
getting in and out easier for 
the driver. 

The dash is well laid out 
with easy to read dials and 
plenty of dark, tactile plastic 
- smart looking if a bit 
conservative. 

Legroom in the rear is 
sufficient but not as 
generous as some rivals and 


the boot with a carrying 
capacity of 401 litres is 
smaller than much of the 
competition. With rear seats 
folded, this expands to 1569 
litres. 

Both engine and road 
noise are subdued, helping 
to make the Qahqai one of 
the most refined models in 
its class. There’s plenty of 
torque from the smooth 
diesel engine, although it 
doesn’t feel quite as nippy as 
the figures suggest. 

A slick six-speed gearbox is 


standard, although a CVT 
automatic is available for 
those who are not keen on 
manuals. 

Gone, fortunately, are the 
days when it was accepted 
that high-riders wallowed 
and rolled around bends. 

The Qashqai corners 
confidently and securely 
with plenty of grip and offers 
reasonable ride comfort for 
passengers. 

I suspect the lesser models 
which are fitted with smaller 
diameter wheels than the 19- 
inch ones on this car will feel 
still more composed over 
uneven surfaces. 

As you’d expect there’s 
plenty of standard kit on the 
Tekna+. This includes seven 
inch touchscreen with sat 
nav, rear privacy glass, eight 
speaker audio system, auto 
headlights, climate control 
and automatic folding 
mirrors. 

Good looking and class yet 
still just as practical, the 
Qashqai remains at the front 
of the pack...and we all now 
know how to say its name.

Michael Robey, completed the 
Vertical Rush, a run up the 42 
floors and 932 steps of Tower 42 
(the old NatWest Tower) 
finishing in 381st place out of 
1615 finishers in 8min 20sec. 

Several parkruns survived the 
weather, including the Harlow 
one where Alex Smith finished 
in second place out of 122 
finishers in a superb 19:59. 
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
